The  1950-53  Korean  War  deepened 
the  acrimony  between  the  two  Koreas,  and  40,000  Amer¬ 
ican  soldiers  are  based  in  South  Korea  to  prevent  a  re¬ 
sumption  of  fighting. 

Kim,  known  as  “The  Great  Father  Leader,”  created  a 
personality  cult  unrivaled  in  the  Communist  world  since 
the  death  of  Chinese  leader  Mao  Tse-tung  in  1976.  Por¬ 
traits  of  Kim  hang  in  nearly  every  household  and  public 
building  and  a  pilgrimmage  to  his  birthplace,  Mangyong- 
dae,  has  become  an  almost  required  ritual  in  North  Korea. 

Kim  created  one  of  the  world’s  most  closed  societies.  No 
Western  reporters  are  known  to  be  based  in  Pyongyang. 

An  Austrian  trade  representative  in  Pyongyang, 
reached  by  telephone  Monday  from  Peking,  said  “so  far 
there  has  been  no  indication  whatsoever”  Kim  was  dead.

If  a  club  chooses  to  go  off  campus,  they  may  not 
try  to  manifest  that  they  are  part  of  the  BYU 
community,  said  Thomas. 

Tau  Sigma  was  punished  for  placing  fertilizer  on 
the  front  lawn  of  Sigma  Epsilon’s  house,  said  Ty 
Kattenhorn,  president  of  Tau  Sigma.  The  club  was 
also  punished  because  “someone  thought  that  we 
were  jirating  while  standing  on  the  diving  board 
while  swimming  in  the  Richards  Building.  The  ad¬ 
ministration  told  us  that  ‘jirating’  was  an  Elvis 
Presley  term  for  moving  the  body  in  a  seductive 
way,”  said  Kattenhorn. 

The  club  was  put  on  probation  until  Sept.  1, 
1987,  and  was  required  to  give  100  hours  of  service 
to  the  University.  Kattenhorn  said  the  club  was 
required  to  be  at  the  football  game  “with  shirt  and 
tie  and  slacks  and  wear  an  orange  issue  vest  and 
watch  the  stadium  for  people  throwing  marshmal¬ 
lows.”  The  punishment  was  just,  he  said. 

Thomas  said  the  punishment  for  Tau  Sigma  was 
determined  by  discussing  the  nature  of  the  offense 
to  conclude  that  the  institution  was  the  offended 
party  and  that  retribution  should  therefore  be 
made  to  the  University. 

It  was  necessary  for  the  club  to  “manifest  in  a 
public  way  that  they  were  supportive  of  the  insti¬ 
tution,”  said  Thomas. 


NCAA  conference: 
Athletes  abuse  drugs

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Athletes 
are  using  hallucinogenic  drugs  to 
enhance  performance,  the  chief 
medical  officer  for  the  U.S. 
Olympic  Committee,  said  Monday, 
and  the  best  deterrent  to  drug 
abuse  in  athletics  is  drug  testing. 

“Our  young  people  are  using  hal¬ 
lucinogenic  drugs  to  improve  their 
athletic  performance,”  said  Dr. 
Robert  Voy,  speaking  to  a  group  of 
50  coaches,  doctors  and  counselors 
Monday  night  at  the  Salt  Palace 
convention  center. 

Voy  was  the  opening  speaker  at  a 
conference  of  the  NCAA  drug  test¬ 
ing  program,  sponsored  by  various 
universities  and  medical  associa¬ 
tions  in  Utah.  According  to  the  pro¬ 
gram  statement,  the  NCAA 
mandatory  drug  testing  policy  has 
“dramatically  modified  how  drugs 
and  other  substances  are  pre¬ 
scribed,  administered,  dispensed, 
or  recommended.” 

Glenn  Tuckett,  BYU  athletic  di¬ 
rector  and  panelist  at  the  confer¬ 
ence,  said  BYU  is  in  its  third  year 
of  drug  testing. 

BYU,  through  urinalysis,  tests 
athletes  for  the  use  of  performance 
enhancement  drugs,  street  drugs, 
and  steroids. 

BYU  football  coach  LaVell  Ed¬ 
wards  also  sat  on  the  panel.  He  said 
when  you  have  as  many  college  ath¬ 
letes  as  at  BYU,  there  is  always  a 


“potential”  for  drug  use. 

He  indicated,  as  did  Voy  and 
Tuckett,  that  drug  testing  is  the 
best  deterrent  to  the  problem.  Voy 
said  athletes  turn  to  drugs  to  en¬ 
hance  performance. 

“Unfortunately,  our  athletes  are 
smart,”  he  said,  “and  there  are 
very  intelligent  people  in  the  world 
who  are  willing  to  find  ways  to  help 
athletes  cheat,”  by  using  perfor¬ 
mance  enhancing  drugs. 

Among  the  most  creative  perfor¬ 
mance  enhancement  practices  Voy 
described  is  “blood  doping.”  It  is 
the  removing  of  two  units  of  blood 
from  a  person,  freezing  it  for  two 
months  while  the  body  rebuilds  the 
blood  supply,  and  then  transfusing 
the  stored  blood  back  into  the  body 
prior  to  the  athletic  event. 

Since  the  instigation  of  drug  test¬ 
ing,  said  Voy,  the  use  of  stimulants 
or  “speed”  has  gone  down.  Cocaine, 
he  said,  has  turned  into  the  drug  of 
the  “Fortune  500  Club.” 

Speaking  of  specific  drugs,  Voy 
noted  that  caffeine  is  one  stimulant 
that  is  tested  for.  Twelve  micro¬ 
grams  of  caffeine  per  milliliter  are 
allowed  in  the  system,  he  said. 

“That  would  amount  to  drinking 
approx.  8  cups  of  coffee  within  two 
hours,”  said  Voy. 

There  is  even  a  problem  with 
what  Voy  “good  drugs,”  or  decon¬ 
gestants,  which  affect  the  central 
nervous  system.  “Four  or  five  Act- 
ifeds  will  give  a  250  pound  athlete  a 
considerable  hype,”  said  Voy. 


Appellate  panel  grants  Bundy  stay 
suspected  slayer  escapes  death

TALLAHASSEE,  Fla.  (AP)  —  A 
federal  appellate  panel  in  Atlanta  on 
Tuesday  halted  the  execution  of  sus¬ 
pected  mass  slayer  Theodore  Robert 
Bundy  less  than  seven  hours  before 
he  was  to  die  for  the  murder  of  a  12- 
year-old  girl. 

A  three-judge  panel  of  the  11th 
U.S.  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  said 
there  was  insufficient  time  before 
Bundy’s  scheduled  7  a.m.  electrocu¬ 
tion  to  consider  his  attorney’s  argu¬ 
ments,  and  that  “a  stay  of  execution  is 
mandated.” 

The  ruling  came  less  than  three 
hours  after  U.S.  District  Judge 
George  Sharp  in  Orlando  refused  to 
halt  the  execution,  and  after  the  Flor- . 
ida  Supreme  Court  unanimously  re¬ 
jected  Bundy’s  last-ditch  appeal. 

Sharp,  who  issued  his  19-page 
order  after  almost  seven  hours  of  con¬ 
sideration,  wrote  that  Bundy  “failed 
to  make  a  substantial  showing  of  a 
denial  of  a  federal  right”  in  claiming 
that  he  was  mentally  incompetent  to 
stand  trial  and  act  as  his  own  attorney 
in  the  1980  trial. 

“The  bottom  line  was  that  he  de¬ 
nied  all  the  claims  and  petitions,”  Dis¬ 
trict  Court  spokesman  A1  Donahue 
said. 

Bundy’s  attorney,  James  Coleman, 
declined  to  comment  on  Sharp’s  deci¬ 
sion. 

Bundy,  39,  was  scheduled  to  die  at 
7  a.m.  Tuesday  at  Florida  State  Pris-

Coleman  said  Bundy’s  mental  ill¬ 
ness  and  delusions  of  grandiosity 
were  characterized  by  his  flam¬ 
boyant,  often-bizarre  courtroom  be¬ 
havior  in  the  Leach  trial.  Bundy,  once 
a  law  student  himself,  rejected  a  plea- 
bargain  agreement  that  would  have 
spared  his  life,  fired  his  attorney  and 
married  his  girlfriend  in  an  unrecog¬ 
nized  service  after  he  put  hr  on  the 
stand  as  a  witness,  Coleman  said. 

An  attorney  for  the  state,  Assis¬ 
tant  Attorney  General  Ray  Marky, 
said  Bundy  simply  botched  the  job 


after  asking  to  serve  as  his  own  attor¬ 
ney  and  now  wanted  another  chance. 

“I  would  agree  that  in  retrospect 
Mr.  Bundy  was  a  fool,  but  he  has  him¬ 
self  to  blame  and  he  has  to  bear  the 
consequences,”  said  Marky,  who  re¬ 
ferred  to  Bundy  as  “a  smooth,  articu¬ 
late  legal  beagle.” 

The  Leach  girl  was  abducted  from 
Lake  City  Junior  High  on  Feb.  9, 
1978.  Her  body  was  found  about  two 
months  later  in  an  abandoned  pig  sty 
near  the  Suwannee  River.

He  didn’t  attempt  to  swerve  or  brake  and  ran 
straight  into  the  wall. 

“The  incident  is  still  under  investigation,”  said  Captain 
Pierpont  of  the  Provo  City  Police  Department.  “The  po¬ 
lice  department  is  looking  into  the  fact  that  it  might  have 
been  done  intentionally.”

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Undercover  agent  discovered; 
student  group  takes  action 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Fliers 
circulated  at  the  University  of  Utah 
unmasked  an  undercover  agent,  Uni¬ 
versity  police  chief  Wayne  Shephard 
confirmed. 

Shephard  said  the  agent,  posing  as 
a  student  at  the  Austin  Hall  dormi¬ 
tory  and  using  the  alias  Mark  Bates, 
was  scheduled  to  be  pulled  out  of  the 
dormitory  anyway  because  he  found 
little  evidence  of  drug  traffic. 

A  group  calling  itself  Students  for 
Responsible  Drug  Use  issued  press 
releases  and  500  fliers  Thursday  say¬ 
ing,  “Mark  Bates  is  a  Nark  Pig.” 

The  flier  said,  “That’s  right  folks,  a 
true  blue  God-fearing  American  is 
here  to  restrict  your  sacred  right  to 
control  your  own  consciousness.  The 
Orwellian  thought-police  are  here, 


crashing  into  your  living  room  on 
their  right-wing  moral  crusade.  ...” 

The  group,  claiming  five  members, 
said  it  found  a  cassette  tape  of  the 
police  agent’s  reports.  The  group 
claimed  it  “defied  the  laws  of  proba¬ 
bility”  and  found  the  tape  in  the  snow 
near  the  A.  Ray  Olpin  Union  Build¬ 
ing. 

The  flier  listed  Bate’s  room  number 
and  suggested  people  drop  off  a 
“friendly  Molotov  cocktail.” 

The  posted  fliers  were  taken  down 
because  the  group  failed  to  register 
itself  with  the  campus.  One  of  the 
group  members  claimed  they  cannot 
register  because  then  they  would 
have  to  identify  themselves  and  they 
fear  “government  repression.” 

Shephard  said  Saturday  he  doubts 


the  Students  for  Responsible  Drug 
Use  are  actually  students  and  doubts 
they  are  responsible,  in  light  of  their 
Molotov  cocktail  remark. 

“That  one  statement  sounds  sick  to 
me.  They  could  jeopardize  everybody 
(in  Austin  Hall).  If  they  were  really 
caring,  they’d  care  about  all  those 
kids  overdosing  and  committing  sui¬ 
cide  (because  of  drugs),”  Shephard 
said. 

The  undercover  operation  was  ini¬ 
tiated  by  telephone  calls  about  drug 
traffic  in  the  dormitories,  he  said. 

Mark  Bates  was  not  a  police  officer, 
but  was  a  University  Police  employee 
who  was  deputized  for  the  under¬ 
cover  assignment.  He  registered  for 
classes  and  lived  in  Austin  Hall  for 
seven  weeks.

Reagan;  'absolutely  no  plans'  to  send  arms  to  Iran 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President  Reagan  said  Mon¬ 
day  he  has  “absolutely  no  plans”  to  send  more  arms  to 
Iran,  although  his  spokesman  said  the  prrsident’s  author¬ 
ization  for  the  weapons  shipments  technically  remains  in 
effect. 

As  he  posed  for  pictures  at  the  start  of  a  meeting  with 
Argentine  President  Raul  Alfonsin,  Reagan  was  asked  if 
there  would  be  more  U.S.  arms  shipments  to  Iran  like 
those  he  confirmed  last  week  after  numerous  published 
reports  of  secret  U.S. -Iranian  dealings. 

“We  have  absolutely  no  plans  to  do  any  such  thing,” 
Reagan  told  reporters.  Nor,  he  said,  would  he  be  firing 
Secretary  of  State  George  Shultz  or  any  other  top  foreign 


policy  advisers  as  a  result  of  public  controversy  over  the 
covert  operation.

Presidential  spokesman  Larry  Speakes,  meanwhile, 
said  Reagan  had  told  him  there  would  be  no  further  arms 
shipments  but  that  the  “intelligence  finding,”  a  Jan.  17 
document  authorizing  the  weapons  and  spare  parts  sales, 
is  technically  “still  in  effect”  because  it  carried  no  time 
limit  and  has  not  been  rescinded.

Tiny  balloons  are  new,  cheaper  heart  surgery  device 


DALLAS  (AP)  —  Tiny  balloons  have  been  used  for  the 
first  time  to  open  dangerously  narrowed  heart  valves  in  a 
procedure  that  costs  one-third  as  much  as  surgery  and 
could  help  an  estimated  50,000  Americans  annually,  doc¬ 
tors  said  Monday. 

The  procedure,  which  was  first  tried  only  last  year  and 
has  already  spread  to  at  least  15  medical  centers  in  the 
United  States,  has  proven  effective  in  patients  who  were 
too  old  or  too  sick  to  undergo  valve-replacement  surgery, 
and  who  thus  had  no  other  hope  of  surviving,  said  Dr. 
William  Grossman  of  Harvard  University,  one  of  the  de¬ 
velopers  of  the  technique. 

The  new  technique  is  an  important  extension  of  the  use 


of  balloons  to  clear  deposits  of  fats  and  cholesterol  from 
clogged  arteries,  a  procedure  first  done  in  1980.  About 
50,000  of  those  procedures  are  now  performed  in  the  Un¬ 
ited  States  each  year,  in  place  of  rhore  expensive  and 
riskier  coronary  bypass  surgery. 

Grossman  reported  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Heart  Association  that  he  has  used  the  procedure 
successfully  on  76  patients  with  heart  valve  problems  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  13  months. 

All  76  survived  the  procedure;  three  died  within  one 
week  of  the  treatment,  but  they  did  not  die  as  a  result  of 
the  treatment,  Grossman  said.  “We  feel  that  we  were  too 
late  with  too  little  in  these  three  patients,”  he  said.

President  Thomas  S.  Monson,  a 
counselor  in  the  First  Presidency  of 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  gave  students  at  Sunday’s 
BYU  16-stake  fireside  a  code  of  con¬ 
duct  to  help  them  “come  unto  the 
Lord.”

“Bishops  have  no  more  im¬ 
portant  assignment,”  he  said. 

President  Monson  asked  students 
to  pattern  their  lives  after  their  par¬ 
ents.

Besides  asking  students  to  honor 
their  heritage,  President  Monson  told 
them  to  live  the  truth.

He  later  toured  Research  Park  near  the  University  of 
Utah  and  heard  presentations  by  representatives  from 
ytah  State  University  and  Brigham  Young  University, 
jj  MtolbBlsfiT is  fetown  worldwide  for  its  production  of 
c^rbm^'prbductV  peti'ochemicals,  agricultural  chemicals 
and  specialty  products.  Its  net  sales  for  fiscal  1985  totaled 
$5.4  billion. 


The  company  is  considering  establishing  three  research 
centers  in  the  United  States  where  a  university  is  near  and 
where  competent,  original  research  is  available  in  biotech¬ 
nology,  electronic  parts  and  high-performance  polymers. 

Tanaka  told  the  gathering  the  research  centers  will  not 
be  concentrated  in  one  location,  but  will  be  scattered. 
Each  center  will  focus  on  one  theme. 

The  staff  will  be  hired  locally  under  the  guidance  of  the 
main  office  in  Tokyo. 

Tanaka  said  Mitsubishi  doesn’t  want  to  just  complement 
the  research  it  is  already  doing,  but  also  to  facilitate  in¬ 
novative  programs  here.

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Arms  deals  complicates  Waites'  efforts  for  hostages 


LONDON  (AP)  —  Anglican  Church  envoy  Terry 
■  Waite,  flanked  by  three  American  former  hostages,  said 
Monday  that  news  of  secret  U.S.  arms  supplies  to  Iran  and 
arguments  over  it  complicated  his  efforts  to  free  other 
captives  in  Lebanon. 

Waite  addressed  a  crowded  news  conference  after  a 
meeting  with  the  ex-hostages  and  with  five  American 
representatives  from  the  Episcopal,  Presbyterian  and 
Baptist  churches. 

He  denied  he  has  been  a  tool  of  the  U.S.  administration 
and  said  he  had  been  shuttling  to  and  from  the  Middle  East 
on  hostage-release  missions  unaware  of  the  arms  supplies. 

“We  in  the  churches  stand  clearly  together  to  continue 
our  work  no  matter  what  comes  our  way,”  Waite  said. 

“But  the  revelation  of  that  fact  (arms  supplies  to  Iran) 
.  .  .  has  at  this  point  made  the  job  of  a  mediator  such  as 
myself  complicated.” 

Waite  acted  in  hostage  negotiations  as  personal  envoy  of 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury  Robert  Runcie.  Runcie  accom¬ 
panied  him  at  the  news  conferenc. 

The  three  ex-hostages,  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Weir,  the 
Rev.  Lawrence  Martin  Jenco,  and  David  Jacobsen,  former 
head  of  the  American  University  Hospital  in  Beirut,  paid 


tribute  to  Waite  and  prayed  for  the  release  of  remaining 
captives. 

The  meeting  appeared  mainly  an  attempt  to  refocus 
attention  on  humanitarian  release  efforts,  which  have 
been  overshadowed  by  President  Reagan’s  acknowledge¬ 
ment  last  week,  after  days  of  speculation,  that  he  sent 
arms  supplies  to  Iran.  Reagan  denied  the  arms  were  a 
trade  for  hostages. 

Waite  said  “the  speculations  of  the  past  week”  sur¬ 
rounding  Reagan’s  disclosure  mean  that  “from  this  point 
onward  the  task  has  been  made  immeasurably  more  diffi¬ 
cult.” 

He  said  many  of  his  contacts  in  Lebanon  “have  now  gone 
to  ground  and  they  may  not  surface  again.”

their  borders  were  set  by  the  czar.  The  Soviets  also 
tend  to  point  to  recent  U.S.  intervention  in  Viet¬ 
nam,  Korea,  Nicaragua  and  the  bombing  of  Libya. 

The  U.  S. ,  in  turn,  is  quick  to  point  out  the  Soviet 
satellite  countries  and  Afganistan. 

The  ideology  conflict,  said  Browning,  is  capital¬ 


ism  versus  communism,  two  ends  of  an  ideological 
continuum.  Capitalism  values  individual  human 
rights  while  communism  values  the  civil  rights  of 
the  whole  society.  This  conflict  leads  us  to  obscure 
the  good  qualities  of  the  other  he  said. 

“The  Arms  Race  compounds  the  problem,”  said 
Browning.  “Distaste  turns  to  fear  when  a  foe  is 
realized  to  be  a  real  and  mortal  nemesis.” 

Historically,  the  Americans  have  fled  from  op¬ 
pressive  rulers  and  sought  individual  freedom  that 
they  found  within  secure  borders  of  oceans  sepa¬ 
rating  them  from  their  enemies. 

The  Russians  have  sought  security  while  bor¬ 
dering  12  countries,  virtually  all  of  which  are  hos¬ 
tile  towards  them. 

Browning  said  both  world  powers  fall  victim  of 
“selective  perception”  in  that  neither  side  acknowl¬ 
edges  the  changes  in  the  other. 

“The  reservoir  of  ill  will  runs  deep,”  said  Brown¬ 
ing.  “Both  sides  miss  much  by  looking  over  political 
or  economic  shoulders.  In  a  final  analysis,  there  is 
little  difference  between  a  closed  society  or  a  soci¬ 
ety  of  closed  minds.”  It  may  be  that  both  sides  may 
finally  be  forced  to  race  reality  as  both  face  the 
heavy  toll  of  a  tremendous  defense  budget.

^reservation  of  library  books 
helps  to  extend  their  lifetime

Books  have  a  life  all  their  own. 

And  like  all  organic  materials,  they 
deteriorate  with  time. 

It  is  the  job  of  the  Preservation 
Department,  located  on  the  sixth 
floor  of  the  Harold  B.  Lee  Library,  to 
preserve  the  lives  of  these  books. 

According  to  Ellen  McCrady, 
HBLL  preservation  librarian,  the 
purpose  of  the  Preservation  Depart¬ 
ment  is  to  “see  that  the  books  last  as 
long  as  the  library  needs  them.”  Her 
primary  concern  is  the  prevention  of 
anything  that  would  deteriorate  the 
life  of  a  book.  Aging,  insects  and  even 
disasters  are  concerns  of  McCrady. 

Brittle  books  are  one  problem  for 
the  conservation  department.  When 
library  books  age,  their  pages  can  be¬ 
come  yellow  and  easily  breakable. 

High  levels  of  heat,  light  and  hu¬ 
midity  are  factors  that  raise  the  rate 
of  deterioration,  so  the  inside  atmo¬ 
sphere  of  the  library  must  be  care¬ 
fully  monitored.  Thus  a  temperature 
of  72  degrees,  comfortable  for  the  pa¬ 
trons  and  good  for  the  books,  is  at¬ 
tempted  to  be  maintained. 

When  books  age  so  much  that  pages 
are  breakable,  books  are  microfilmed. 
The  cost  of  microfilming  one  book  is 
$50,  so  few  books  are  filmed  and  ma¬ 
terials  are  chosen  on  their  value  and 
importance  to  the  library.  Research 
materials  are  the  first  to  be  filmed. 

If  restoration  of  old  books  is  neces¬ 
sary,  the  conservation  lab  takes  care¬ 
ful  steps  in  re-glueing,  re-binding  and 
washing  pages  of  books. 

The  bindery  preparation  room  pre¬ 
pares  periodicals,  soft  cover  and 
womout  books  to  be  sent  to  a  com¬ 
mercial  bindery  in  Salt  Lake  City.

New  rules  are  set  for  library

To  provide  a  better  study  atmo¬ 
sphere  in  the  Harold  B.  Lee  Library, 
students,  faculty  and  library  patrons 
are  being  encouraged  to  respect  li¬ 
brary  guidelines. 

These  guidelines  involve  not  dis¬ 
turbing  others  by  eating,  drinking  or 
talking. 

To  enforce  these  rules,  library 
workers  will  ask  patrons  to  get  rid  of 
their  food  or  drink  or  will  warn  them  if 
their  talking  is  too  loud.  If  the  prob¬ 
lem  persists,  food  and  drinks  will  be 
confiscated  and  patrons  will  be  asked 
to  exit  the  library. 

Sterling  Albrecht,  university  li¬ 
brarian,  said  these  rules  are  not  un¬ 
fair  to  the  patrons  but  are  being  up¬ 
held  to  benefit  them  and  provide  a 
clean  and  quiet  place  for  studying. 

“It’s  not  against  the  patrons.  It’s 
positive  and  something  we  should  all 
be  involved  in,”  said  Albrecht.  “The 
greatest  extension  from  the  class¬ 
room  is  the  library.  Students  should 
feel  confident  in  coming  here  and  not 
being  disturbed.” 

Patrons  as  well  as  workers  are  en¬ 
couraged  to  keep  the  rules  and  ask 
others  to  obey  them  also.  If  students 


are  being  disturbed,  they  should  in¬ 
form  those  who  are  disturbing  them. 

Concerning  food,  Albrecht  said  pa¬ 
trons  are  distracted  by  sight,  sound 
and  smell.  “Students  can  not  only  see 
the  food,  but  they  can  hear  the 
crunching  of  an  apple  and  smell  the 
odor  of  a  tuna  fish  sandwich.  All  the 
senses  are  offended  and  this  infringes 
on  privacy.” 

Food  stains  may  be  carried  from 
hands  to  books  or  left  on  tables  and 
chairs.  Albrecht  said  although  this 
could  happen  to  a  book  when  it  has 
been  checked  out,  the  library  wants  a 
controlled  environment  to  avoid  these 
problems. 

Litter  and  crumbs  are  also  left  in 


study  carrels,  nourishing  insects  that 
can  be  very  harmful  to  books  in  the 
library. 

Different  bugs  eat  the  glue  out  of 
bindings  and  can  tunnel  through 
pages  in  books. 

To  avoid  this  problem,  signs  have 
been  placed  inside  the  library  doors 
that  state  “Food  and  drink  in  the  li¬ 
brary  may  be  confiscated.  ” 

But  according  to  Albrecht,  signs 
don’t  make  a  bit  of  difference.  To  get 
an  atmosphere  of  cleanliness  and 
quietness,  it  is  up  to  the  patrons.  “We 
need  the  support  of  everyone  to  keep 
the  study  atmosphere  in  the  library,” 
said  Albrecht.  “The  real  solution  is 
the  patrons.” 


“Around  1,000  books  are  sent  out 
every  year,  most  of  which  are  highly 
used  and  get  lots  of  wear  and  tear,” 
said  Kathy  Johansen,  bindery  prepa¬ 
ration  supervisor.  Missing  and  muti¬ 
lated  pages  are  also  replaced  and 
bound  through  this  department. 

Johansen  said  the  most  mutilation 
is  in  fashion  and  computer  magazines 
where  pages  are  ripped  out.  “But 
highlighting  with  markers  and  writ¬ 
ing  in  comments  are  also  forms  of  mu¬ 
tilation,  and  it  can  be  a  misde¬ 
meanor,”  she  said. 

While  the  Preservation  Depart¬ 
ment  has  facilities  to  repair  books,  the 
current  deterioration  of  books  is  so 
great  that  many  must  be  sent  to  a 
commercial  bindery  in  Salt  Lake  to 
keep  up  with  the  repairs. 

When  books  are  sent  to  the  bindery 
they  are  gone  for  about  two  to  four 
weeks.  But  Johansen  urged  patrons 
waiting  for  books  that  are  being 
bound  to  ask  the  librarian  to  search 
for  the  books,  because  they  are  often 
on  the  sixth  floor. 

“We  want  to  work  with  the  stu¬ 
dents,  not  against  them,”  said  Jo¬ 
hansen.  “We  can  always  rush  an  order 
or  pull  things  out  of  shipment.” 

The  Preservation  is  also  prepared 
for  disasters.  An  on-call  primary  ac¬ 
tion  team  and  a  backup  salvage  team 
are  available  to  save  and  salvage 
books  from  fire  and  flood. 

McCrady,  a  member  of  the  primary 
action  team,  said  she  and  her  crew 
have  learned  methods  to  save  books, 
such  as  freezing  them  when  they  are 
wet. 

But  more  than  actually  saving  a 
book,  the  salvage  teams  have  taken 
steps  to  prevent  disasters,  such  as 
having  sprinkler  systems  installed  in 
the  library.

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Academy  Square  bonds  to  be  topic 


Provo  council  to  hold  public  hearing 


The  inducement  of  bonds  for  the  development  of 
Academy  Square  will  be  the  topic  of  a  public  hear¬ 
ing  scheduled  tonight  at  the  Provo  City  Council 
meeting  at  7  p.m. 

The  meeting  will  be  open  to  public  discussion, 
although  council  chairwoman  Anagene  Meecham 
Cottrell  said  she  does  not  expect  many  people  to 
attend. 

“There’s  really  nothing  to  discuss.  The  council 


may  have  some  questions  to  ask  the  bond  counsel 
(attorneys),  but  I  don’t  expect  a  lot  of  public  input,” 
said  Cottrell. 

When  the  council  has  approved  bonding  in  the 
past,  the  bond  counsel  has  explained  the  details  of 
the  bonding  to  the  council,  given  them  a  copy  of  the 
bonding  agreement  and  outlined  the  requirements, 
she  said. 

“We’ve  never  really  had  an  issue  quite  like  the 


Academy  Square  involved  in  bonding,  so  I’m  not 
exactly  sure  what  is  going  to  happen,”  said  Cot¬ 
trell. 

The  final  decision  on  whether  or  not  the  library 
will  be  built  at  Academy  Square  will  be  made  dur¬ 
ing  the  council’s  Nov.  25  meeting. 

On  Oct.  28  the  council  voted  to  move  the  library 
to  Academy  Square  and  induce  $9.5  million  of  in¬ 
dustrial  revenue  bonds  for  the  development. 


Alpine  School  District  adopts  new  law; 
will  search  applicants'  crime  records

The  pre-employee  screening  pro¬ 
posal,  adopted  by  the  Alpine  School 
District,  requires  all  individuals  to 
undergo  a  search  by  the  Utah  Crimi¬ 
nal  History  File. 

Those  applicants  who  are  deter¬ 
mined  to  have  been  convicted  of  a 
felony  will  not  be  hired  by  the  district. 

Student  protection 

“We  are  charged  with  protecting 
the  health  and  safety  of  all  students,” 
said  Richard  Sud weeks,  board  presi¬ 
dent,  in  a  news  release. 

He  added  this  proposal  will  be  a 
protection  to  students  against  the 
possibilities  of  the  district  hiring 
someone  who  would  take  advantage 
of  the  students. 

State  legislation 

Superintendent  of  Alpine  District,

Clark  Cox,  said  the  policy  was  passed 
by  the  Utah  State  Legislature,  allow¬ 
ing  districts  to  require  this  type  of 
research  on  prospective  employees 
and  added  the  policy  is  in  harmony 
with  other  existing  state  and  federal 
statutes. 

When  the  information  is  •  re¬ 
searched  by  the  Bureau  of  Criminal 
Investigation,  the  state  and  local  pol¬ 
icy  says  the  information  can  only  be 
released  to  the  superintendent  or  a 


designated  person. 

Applicants  fingerprinted 

“Each  applicant’s  name  and  finger¬ 
prints  will  be  sent  to  the  Criminal 
History  File  and  will  be  compared  to  a 
list  of  people  who  have  been  convicted 
of  a  felony,”  said  Sudweeks. 

He  added  most  people  will  have 
nothing  to  hide  and  nothing  will  show 
up. 

“This  is  just  a  verification  proce¬ 
dure.  It  is  easier  to  prevent  a  problem 


than  to  deal  with  it  after  it  happens,” 
said  Sudweeks. 

The  applicant  also  signs  a  waiver 
permitting  the  district  to  request  a 
criminal  search,  including  a  provision 
which  prohibits  the  release  of  any  in¬ 
formation  obtained  from  the  search  to 
other  agencies  or  individuals. 

A  unanimous  decision 

“I’m  not  sure  when  the  policy  will 
be  put  into  effect,  but  I  feel  it  depends 
on  how  soon  the  state  agency  is  pre¬ 
pared  for  it.  We  need  to  make  provi¬ 
sions  on  dealing  with  the  fingerprint¬ 
ing,”  Sudweeks  said. 

He  added  the  fingerprinting  could 
be  done  by  having  the  applicant  go  to 
the  local  police  station  and  then  have 
the  prints  sent  to  the  district. 

“The  proposal  was  a  unanimous 
vote  of  all  five  board  members,”  said 
Michael  Robinson,  Alpine  District’s 
public  relations  director.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  A 
federal  judge  has  ordered  consolida¬ 
tion  of  two  lawsuits  challenging  the 
city  of  St.  George  for  providing  free 
night  lighting  to  the  St.  George  Tem¬ 
ple  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints. 

U.S.  District  Judge  David  Sam  said 
Monday  the  suits  should  be  joined  in 
the  interest  of  judicial  economy  be¬ 
cause  they  address  the  same  issues. 

Phillip  L.  Foremaster,  a  St.  George 
attorney,  filed  suit  last  year  in  U.S. 
District  Court  for  Utah,  saying  the 
city’s  subsidy  of  the  temple  violates 
the  First  Amendment’s  prohibition 
against  governmental  establishment 
of  religion  or  spending  of  public 
money  to  benefit  religion. 

Earlier  this  month,  after  the  city 
challenged  Foremaster’s  standing  to 
sue,  a  group  of  seven  Washington 
County  ministers  filed  a  similar  law¬ 
suit. 

In  addition  to  challenging  the  sub¬ 
sidy  on  First  Amendment  grounds, 
the  ministers  claimed  religious  faiths 
in  St.  George  were  being  denied  equal 
protection  under  the  law  because 
they  do  not  receive  a  monthly  subsidy 
of  their  electrical  bills. 

Both  suits  also  challenge  use  of  the 
temple  on  the  city  seal  and  logo. 

In  a  telephone  conference  call  to 
Sam,  St.  George  City  Attorney  T.  W. 
Shumway  said  he  opposed  combining 
the  lawsuits  because  he  has  filed  a 
motion  to  dismiss  the  Foremaster 


suit.  He  also  argued  that  if  attorney’s 
fees  were  awarded  in  the  ministers’ 
suit  and  the  Foremaster  suit  dismis¬ 
sed,  work  done  on  the  Foremaster 
suit  could  be  charged  to  the  city. 

But  Sam  said  those  issues  could  be 
separated  when  attorney’s  fees  are 
considered. 

He  said  the  motion  to  dismiss  the 
Foremaster  suit  would  be  a  matter 
for  Judge  J.  Thomas  Greene,  who 
now  will  be  hearing  both  suits. 

No  date  has  been  set  for  hearings. 

The  city  currently  pays  to  light  the 
historic  temple  at  night,  a  practice 
city  officials  have  defended  as  a  tour¬ 
ist  promotion. 

The  church  receives  a  subsidy  by 
way  of  a  monthly  discount  on  its  elec¬ 
trical  bill.
